Under ™tle V of the Insernational Claims Sehblement Act of 1949
(78 shes. 1110 (19€%), 22 U.8.C. §81A43-1643k (196k), as amended, 79
Ssah. 988 (1965‘)] , the Jumrission is given jJurisdiction over claimé

of netionals of the Unlbed Stetes agalngt the Covernment of Cuba.
Sexbion 503(a) of She Lcs provides tleb the Commission shall recelve
and desermine in azzordance with applicaeble subsbentive law, includ-
ing international lew, Lhe emount and validity of claims by nationals
of tke United Shtasec againes the Government of Cuba arising since
January 1, 1959 for

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term 'property' means any property, right, or
interest including any leasehold interest, and
debts owed by the Government of Cuba or by enter-
prises which have been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken by the Government of Cuba and
debts which are a charge on property which has
been nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or
taken by the Government of Cuba.

Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of claims, that

(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim
was based was owned wholly or partially, directly or
indirectly by a national of the United States on the
date of the loss and if considered shall be considered
only to the extent the claim has been held by one or
more nationals of the United States continuously there-
after until the date of filing with the Commission.

The Regulations of the Commission provide:
The claimant shall be the moving party and shall have
the burden of proof on all issues involved in the
determination of his claim. (FCSC Reg., 45 C.F.R.
§531.6(d) (Supp. 1967).)

In response o the suggestions
of the Commission,clalmant subnlbtted evidence perbaining to his United
Ssates ratlonallby,but no eddibtional evidence pertaining to the property
included in his claim.

Thereatter, by Commission lebber of Sepsember 20, 1967, it was
suggested that claiment submit additicnel evidence to establigh the

ownership, loss and value of Lis propersy. Altkough it was suggested
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that this additionzl evidence be submitited within 45 days from the
‘

Commission's letter of September 20, 1367, no adiitional evidernce

has been submitted; neither has claiment corresponded further ﬁ;th

the Comrilssion.

Tre Commission finds thel claimant has nob mel the Euiden bf proof
in that he kas falled to establish ownership of rights and interests in
property which was nationelized, expropriated or obtherwise taken by the
Government of Cuba. Accordingly, this claim is denied. The Commission
deems it unnecessary to make detsrminations with respect to other ele-
ments of the clgim.
